O'Brien lurked in a dark

Greeley at the head of the opposition 
ticket, he really gained by having 
Henry "Wilson of Massachusetts in the 
race with him. 


In 1S7G Thomas A. Hendricks of In- 


diana doubtless brought strength to 
the Democratic ticket headed by Sam- 
uel J. Tilden of New York, and "Wil- 
liam A. Wheeler of New York helped 
the ticket headed by Hayes of Ohio. 
In the next election Chester A. Arthur, 
a minor politician of New York, was 
credited with saving the electoral vote 
of his state for Garfield. 
Hendricks 


again aided the Democratic ticket in 
1SS4, when it was headed by a new- 
man in national politics, Grover Cleve 
land of New York. 
In 1SSS the In- 


diana man at the head of the Repub- 
lican ticket, Benjamin Harrison, 
a 


newcomer in the field, was aided by 
Levi P. Morton, who was simply a 
New Yorker, less prominent in poli- 
tics than Arthur. 
In 1S92 Whitelaw 


Reid of New York, in the second place 
on the ticket with Harrison, failed to 
overcome the weight of Cleveland in 
his own state, but in 1896 McKinley 
was undoubtedly helped in the middle 
states by having Garret A. Hobart of 
New Jersey on the ticket with him. 
In 1900 again McKinley was helped 
by Roosevelt of New York quite as 
much on account of the state he rep- 
resented as on his personality. Roose- 
velt needed no help in 1904, four years 
ago, and his opponent from the same 
state, Judge Parker, was at least not 
'saved" by having Davis of West Vir- 
ginia for a running mate. The fore- 


oing may help readers in their guess- 
es as to the probable effect of the nom- 
nations for vice president this year. 


Hot Weather Discretion. 


The hot spells that come in season 


must be taken for granted. They of- 
ten prove uncomfortable; but, as a 
rule, the extreme discomfort 
soon 


passes. Perhaps it is well, however, 
not to be heroic, but give in a little 
to the heat These spells with cool- 
ness between do not seem to hurt us 
much, yet that is no reason why we 
should ignore the fact that extreme 
heat has its dangers.

Berve as a guide for those who have 
occasional hot spells to weather, some- 
times without warning. 
Loose and 


light clothing is best for tropical 
weather in all conditions. 
Food that 


is light and easily digested is the only 
safe kind, and one should not eat 
heartily while fatigued or suffering 
from heat 
In general, everybody 


should "make haste slowly" in hot 
weather. 
Heat alone will bring on 


exhaustion, and if the fatigue of la- 
bor be added the victim is in extra 
danger. Fresh air is another help in 
staving off the terrors of the heated 
term. In tropicul lands the people live 
all the time out of doors. In this cli- 
mate, when the sun beats down fierce- 
ly, we should arrange to work, to eat, 
to rest and to sleep where the breezes 
blow if possible and at any rate where 
there Is perfect ventilation. 
To bed 


when sleepy, but not before. 
And 


among all the rules of discretion the 
one to observe first, last and always 
is "go slow."

The New Trend of Kduoatlon. 


Tim the demands of the times are 


toward the practical la education Is 
the sum of the expert opinion brought 
out by the World's AVork In answer 
to a direct Inquiry upon this subject 
The magazine asked several leading 
educators to name the new tendency 
of most value and significance for the 
present conditions of American life. 
Generally the replies favored what 
one expressly stated as follows: "In- 
struction aimed definitely to assist 
men who are going into business." In 
this connection technical training, in- 
cluding agricultural high schools, got 
a good word. In a general survey of 
our educational tendencies by United 
States Commissioner Elmer E. Brown 
the point is made that as a nation "we 
have become seriously interested In 
trade schools"' and that the "interest 
In rural schools has taken a new turn" 
—namely, a new type of rural educa- 
tion represented by the agricultural 
high schools. 


While the note of the practical is 


the one at the front in the majority 
of the replies received, the idea of 
knowledge for Its own sake is not 
thrown aside. 
Thus Commissioner 


Brown speaks of a fill-reaching "en- 
deavor to bring together two kinds of 
education which for centuries have 
gone apart—namely, the education of 
the school and education by the ac- 
tual doing of the things of ordinary 
daily life." 
This dual ideal is more 


clearly put by Professor Claxton of 
the University of Tennessee, who says 
that the education which will make 
good citizens and at the same time 
develop ability to add to the common 
wealth of the country is now of most 
value and signflcance. That the tend- 
ency of our methods have been one 
sided in the past Is suggested by Tay- 
lor of Tassar, Humphreys of Stevens 
Institute of Technology and Hadley of 
Yale. 
President Hadley thinks that 


the elective system has plunged edu- 
cation into "chaos" In this country, 
•while President Taylor believes that 
the capacity of the child should be 
taken into account before determining 
the form of education to be given. 
President Humphreys voices the well 
worn complaint that ''in the effort to 
cover many subject* we have drifted 
Into superficiality." Some of the these 
answers are in the nature of criticism 
rather than of Information, yet the 
tendency of thought is of interest as 
possibly bearing upon the tendency of 
action. 


Modern Diplomacy and Berlin. 
We still have to take on faith the as- 


sertion that our ambassador, David 
Jayne Hill, was reaXiy never objected 
to by the German emperor. Gradually 
doubtless we shall get light on the 
matter, and the truth will not disclose 
things other than creditable to Ameri- 
ca and the American idea of diplo- 
macy. 
Recently Mr. Hill has given 


the public an inside view of the work- 
ings of his mind with regard to the 
province of diplomacy in these days. 
Briefly he intimates that the ideal of 
today is not intense nationalism, but 
broad internationalism. 
No nation 


stands or can stand alone. 
All na- 


tions are interdependent 


Hitherto in his imperial career Wil- 


liam II. has assumed in the slang of 
the street that Germany is "it" 
No 


matter about the fate of other nations, 
the pre-eminence and of course the 
dominance of Germany must be forced 
by hook or crook. No doubt he pre- 
ferred an American representative at 
Berlin who would work along the lines 


laid down and engage in plots and 


counterplots calculated to exalt the 
owner of the "mailed fist" Dr. Hill, 
being a scholar, is a man of direct 
thinking and acting, therefore out of 
place in star chamber councils. It was 
bis style of American diplomacy that 
held up Germany's overreach in the 
Morocco business a couple of years 
ago. America has no favorites ha the 
European political scramble, and if it 
ever should have it will probably be 
the "under dog."

ity to Reform and Develop Her Tele- 
phone 
System — Private 
Industry 


t Alone Can Overthrow the Bureau- 
| eracy and Establish a Well Ordered 


Service. 
Prom day to day the telephone crisis 


grows worse. In spite of the promises 
of the administration, the subscribers 
fccve experienced no notable .'T.pr^^e- 
ment In the -wretched telephone serv- 
ice. 
Nor does the future appear any 


more promising than the present. 


The Association of Telephone Sub- 


scribers has now been at work for 
four years, and no one can accuse it 
of having lacked In good will, pa- 
tience and disinterestedness. We have 
studied the telephone question In place 
of an administration asleep in routine. 
With the assistance of eminent spe- 
cialists of France and foreign coun- 
tries we have established a programme 
of reform. 


This programme M. Berard promised 


to study, but he only eluded the ques- 
tion and made the subscribers a source 
of ridicule. His successor, M. Simyan, 
has studied the problem, having recog- 
nized its utility and urgency, and 
adopted It entirely in principle. Un- 
fortunately the draft of law which he 
presented i3 absolutely imperfect and 
Inapplicable, due both to the wording 
and to the opposition that the propo- 
sition has already met in the chamber 
and the systematic hostility of the ad- 
ministration. 


Again, parliament by Itself is power- 


less to reform the telephone service 
and to put on foot a rational and co- 
herent project, for the administration 
will not furnish the necessary informa- 
tion. 


We thus bare a complete failure of 


reform. 


To be patient any longer in the pres- 


ence of this lamentable failure of the 
administration is impossible. An ener- 
getic and radical remedy is necessary 
for an anarchic situation. We do not 
any ^longer care for promises which are 


- never fulfilled and which after four 


years of delay and waiting end in to- 
tal rain. 


Our telephone service continues from 


bad to worse. 
Our instruments are 


the most defective in existence. They 
nlake us the laughingstock of the 
civilized world. 


As a matter of fact, the state is ab- 


solutely powerless to exploit the tele- 
phone, a most delicate business and 
one of a peculiar nature. 
The State Is Incapable From a Finan- 


cial Point of View. 


To provide a telephone service suf- 


ficient for present needs and to assist 
Its future for Paris as well as the 
provinces many hundreds of millions 
of francs will be required. 


The 
financial 
requirements 
and 


budget appropriations will not permit 
the state to make such an effort. 


Again, the proposition now before 


the government calls for only §8,400,- 
000 in sis annual payments. One might 
as well throw a drop of water into the 
ocean. 
The State Is Incapable From a Tech- 


nical Point of View. 


The state has proved its inefficiency 


to rapidly put on foot a rational and 
practical plan of reform. The slow- 
ness and complication of administra- 
tive routine, the inertia of the bureau- 
crats, do not permit of a timely and 
thorough adoption of 
improvements 


realized by science. 
By the time it 


has been decided to install a new sys- 
tem it is already old and has been re- 
placed b; another. 
The S^ate Is Incapable on Account of 


the Personnel.

The state can neither choose nor suit- 


ably direct the personnel charged witb 
this extremely delicate work required 
for repairing the apparatus and giving 
exchange connections. 


The recruiting is made by recommen- 


dation. 


The personnel is disgusted at the 


shameless favoritism which crops out 
at every point- 
Under such conditions we need not 


be astonished if the work is incom- 
petent. 
The 
State Is Incompetent From a 
Commercial Point of View. 


The state has neither commercial 


nor industrial aptitude. 
It is equally 


Ignorant of the cost price and the re- 
turns of the telephone service. The 
personnel, life employees, advance au- 
tomatically and are not interested in 
the development and efficiency of the 
Bervice. 


Instead of trying to increase its pat- 


ronage the administration does every- 
thing possible to drive away new sub- 
scribers. 


What would we think of a merchant 


who should be afraid of having too 
many patrons? 


These are the causes of the failures 


of the administration, and there is but 
one remedy: 


The telephone can only be reorgan- 


ized with he aid of private industry- 


Up to the present we had not pro- 


posed this solution. We still treasured 
the illusion of the reform which tLe 
government could make. We had !<• - 
ally tried to collaborate with It, to 
calm the enraged subscribers.

after the last and striking avowal of 
Inefficiency which the administration

operation of private industry to solve 
the telephone question. 


Only a private industry can raise

and within two or three years furnish 
a telephone service equivalent to pres- 
ent needs. 
Only private 
industry, 


whfcS has not Ifs hands tied by a red 
taped bureaucracy, can rapidly exe- 
cute a programme of reform. Only a 
private enterprise would know how to 
choose a staff of employees withdrawn 
from political influences and capable 
of satisfying its patrons, likewise com- 
petent and efficient managers interest- 
ed directly and personally in the pros- 
perity of the business. 


A company whose capital is at stake 


would do everything to increase its 
revenue. On the other hand, like all 
good merchants, it would exert itself 
to satisfy its patrons and to increase 
the number of its subscribers and its 
receipts both to the satisfaction of the 
public and the profit of the state. 


Telephone subscribers, are you satis-

Dear Sir—Some years ago the city of 


Winneld embarked in the enterprise of 
and built an electric light plant and wa- 
terworks. The electric light plant has 
been losing the city about $10,000 a year, 
and the end Is not yet. and the water 
project Is in worse shape still. We have 
voted bonds twice to keep the electric 
light alive and are now about to vote the 
second time for additional bonds of the 
waterworks. The whole scheme Is a hor- 
rible failure and can end only in disaster 
to the people. I never have believed in 
municipal ownership, and the experiment 
here has only confirmed my suspicions of 
what the end would be. Yours truly.

Dear Sir—In reply to your letter ot 


March 26, in reference to the village of 
Mohawk negotiating the sale of Its munic- 
ipal lighting plant to private parties, I 
would say the village has no intention at 
the present time of selling Its plant, 
though It is conceded that a private com- 
pany can operate more successfully and 
economically than a municipal plant can 
be operated. We have, however, discon- 
tinued the operation of the generating 
station and are purchasing current from 
a power company that maintains the 
street lights and operates the pumping 
station and delivera commercial current 
to our switchboard, but the village con- 
tinues to own the entire system, though 
It has been a very espensKe one. Very 
truly.

Dear Sir—Tour favor of the 26th relative 


to our municipal lighting plant received 
and noted. 
Our lighting plant is about the same as 
all other municipal plants, which to my 
mind Is never a great success to the city 
on account of so many contingencies aris- 
ing in the management of the same. The 
manager Is subjected at all times to 
change of administration and political In- 
fluences which are not always for the 
best of the service. 
The city bought this plant something 


like eleven years ago, and during these 
eleven years it has not alwajs given the 
best of service. It has not begun to pay 
for itself, and now we are confronted 
with the reconstruction of more modern 
machinery, with the hope that from no-w- 
on it will do better. 
I have failed to see any great result of 
municipal ownership of public utilities for 
reasons above stated—viz. that you will 
never be able to get as efficient and con- 
servative managers " as corporations or 
private individuals. When they sustain a 
loss they Will have to bear it; If the mu- 
nicipal plant sustains a. loss It is up to 
the taxpayers to make it good. 
This is about all I can say concerning 


the matter, and if of any assistance to 
jou you are welcome to it. Very truly 
yours.
